. Ohio. Monongahelia and other rivers in Ohio. Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
| Kentucky, Indiana, Tennesse and southern Illinois are menaced today by 


j the most serious flood situation in years. 


Only a cold wave can check the melting of snows that is pouring tor- 


rents of water into already swollen streams and it is believed, avert grave 


I disaster. 


Ice in the Ohio river and its tributaries is piling up and threatens to 


crack under the pressure of the water. 
Should the ice packs break and 


start moving, it is feared, floods would sweep fie rivers clean and Inundate 
vast areas. 


Traffic in many localities already is tied up and railroad tracks buried 


several feet under water. 
River navigation is paralyzed, scores of steam- 


boats and barges have been destroyed and others, frozen in at winter an- 
chorages, will be swept away if the ice breaks. 


Morgantown, W. Va., reports highest water. The river there has reach- 


ed 38.4 feet, the highest point in seventeen years. 
Telegraph and tele- 


phone lines are down and the town is cut off from the outside world. 


On the Monongahelia river the ice floe is reported checked at Browns- 


ville. Pa,, and an attempt Is being marie to dynamite the gorge. Thousands 
of acres in the vicinity of Brownsville have been inundated. 


At Evansvillc, Ind., river men are watching with apprehension a gorge 


in the Green River. 
River craft valued at $1,000,000 lie in the path of the 


flood. The river there is still rising. 


Flood conditions thruout Kentucky are regarded as more threateninfl to- 


day than they were yesterday. 


At Cairo, III., an ice gorge which has been hol'ding- f or *t«tf^ *wekf 


broke early today and started moving today toward the Mississippi riVef, 
The breaking of the gorge lowered the water and left many boats stranded 
along the banks. Other boats caught in the flood were swept down the 
river and may be destroyed.

REPLACING THE DTJNCE'S STOOL 


An article in a recent number oC The Survey discuKscs the pass- 


ing of the old-time dunce's slool. There was a time when the bnck- 
•ward child was considered disobedient or perverse' and his dullness 
Vas punished by public disgrace on the dunce's stool. 


Now the backward or stupid child is recognized ns the victim of 


_sorae 6anse other than a wilful disposition against learning. He may 


lie lagging behind his gi-adc because of ill health, change of residence, 
insufficient nourishment, ignorance oC the language and many, mony 
other reasons. He may simpK- be slow in developing. He may be 
feebleminded. 


"Whatever the cause of his inability to keep np with his elnw, it 


is recognized that punishment is not the thing he needs. Failing to 
pass the backward child year after year is not considered good cither 
for the child or for the quicker minded children i\ ith whom he is 
placed. 


Just what should be done with the backward or feeble-minded 


child has not been settled yet. But many educators and social work- 
ers have recognized the problem and are working at it. There is a 
growing tendency to look into tiv meaning and causes of the. child's 
mental deficiency and to overcome the handicaps wherever possible. 
The child who has been retarded by health or environment is given 
a better chance to develop normally am1 to catch tip once more 'vith 
his more fortunate schoolmates. Those with an inherent defect o 
the brain are piit in other classes \\licrc they arc j^iven such trsiininfi 
as they can assimilate and use 


There i.s much to be learned ami much to lie clone before ihe chil- 


dren can be helped fully in the -ua;\s they need, before the> can be 
divided saiely into classes !'•>; sp< rial instruction.
